Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 7-18, 20-25 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1, 8, 17, 24 and 25 are allowed because the closest prior art, Engstrom et 
al. (US Patent 6,639,934), fails to anticipate or render obvious the concept providing 
data-rate-sensitive power control of a transmitter by estimating a change in a signal-to- 
interference with respect to a first and second data rate, using the estimated change to 
adjust the target signal-to-interference to provide a reference signal-to interference value 
for closed-loop power control to increase the accuracy of the power control of a 
telecommunication system, in combination with all other limitations in the claim (s) as 
defined by applicant. 

Engstrom et al. discloses a transmission power control method where the target 
SIR value is controlled by an achieved SIR estimate, but does not adjust the target 
signal-to-interference using the estimate change of the signal-to-interference with respect 
to a first and second data rate.
